I 
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'BOUND TO BUST" 


James J. Hill is responsible for the 


statement that Uncle Sam is an ex- 
travagant boy and "bound to bust" if 
he doesn't look out. None of us, it 
may reasonably be presumed, 
have 


bank accounts so large that they are 
beyond the dire possibility of "bust- 
Ing," so we suppose the statement is 
all right as far as it goes. But Mr. 
Hill has-a special reason for making 
the observation. Our trade with Jap- 
an is -what calls it forth. He finds the 
balance not in our favor. He tells us 
that -we ~buy from Japan about $50,- 
000,000 worth of goods a year, -while 
we sell only $26,000,000. There is a 
clean balance of $24,000,000 against 
us, and this he figures to be the fin- 
ger that points to our ultimate ruin. 


The balance of world trade is in 


our favor, hut this is so small (the bal- 
ance) that he thinks it may shift any 
day. "Look at the balance of trade," 
says Mr. Hill. "That is the only way 
of telling what we are making." In 
his eyes, the turning of the balance 
would spell ruin in great Roman cap- 
itals. 


The condition ofi things in England 


today is another 
criterion, he 
be- 


lieves, and he points out the fact that 
over a million men in the mother 
country are 
out of work. 
"They 


haven't got work," he says, 
"they 


can't get it, and they won't get it. 
They'll simply have to move out." 


The Manchester Mirror criticises 


Mr. Hill's position on this point, say- 
tng: 


"Mr. Hill is right about England 


as far as the facts about the balance 
of trade go. For decades back the 
exports have been much less than the 
imports, ranging from two-thirds to 
three-quarters as much. There ought 
to have been a million men out of 
work, on his theory, a generation 
ago, and a third of the population at 
least ought to be idle now. All as 
the fault of the 'balance.'" 


Evidently the balance of trade is 


not the finger of fate, else England 
would long since have ceased to ox- 
1st We do not criticise Mr. Hill be- 
cause he is personally interested in 
our trade with Japan and would like 
to push it along, but it is barely pos- 
sible that he himself has allowed this 
fact to unjustifiably bias his better 
judgment. 


But the fact remains that when 


trade with Japan is less profitable 
than trade elsewhere, it will decrease 
in that part of the Far East Trade 
is u sort of commercial force that in- 
evitably follows, at least in the long 
run, the lines of least resistance. It 
•will do so in this case, as it does in 
every other, Japan cannot be expect 
ed to prove an exception. 


And does Mr. Hill honestly believe 


that we are "like to bust"? We don't 
believe he does. He is talking In 
.effect, though for what effect it re- 
mains for him to announce.

The following strong editorial 
in 


favor of shipbuilding at 
tbe navy 


yards is from the Boston Globe, and 
is in line with the long-continued ad- 
vocacies of The Herald: 


In view of the constant 
changes 


and suspension of work in the navy 
yards of the United States it 
may- 


well be asked, Of what use is a navy 
yard if not to build ships therein, 
and to repair government vessels? 


So much attention has 
been 
at- 


tracted to the subject of shipbuilding 
n government yards recently 
that 


public sentiment was expressed ac- 
curately by Congressman Knowland 
of California, the other day, when he 
nformed tbe House of 
Representa- 


tives that the people have a right to 
demand that the navy yards owned 
and maintained by the 
government 


should be accorded a ''square deal" in 
he building of vessels, and that all 
ships should be constructed' and re- 
paired by the government and not by 
private individuals. 


It is well known that prior to 1861 


practically all the ships of the navy 
were constructed, and 
satisfactorily, 


at the government yards. With the 
outbreak 
of the 
Civil War 
the 


exigencies of the times made it im- 
possible for the navy yards, limited in 
number and equipment, to meet the 
remendous demands suddenly made 
upon 'them, the result being that the 
contract system was created. 


How strong this contract system 


ms become is proved by the frequent 
statement that "another government 
essel is to be "built in a 
private 


rard," and there is an additional sus- 
pension in some one, and often two 
or three, of the navy yards because 
there is no work for the skilled arti- 
sans. 


The manner in which the ten, navy 


vards have been ignored in the giv- 
ng out of government work is appar- 
ent from the fact that on Jan.l of 
.his year there were under construc- 
.ion, in various stages of completion, 
at the numerous private 
shipyards 


the following vessels designed fortlie 
navy: Twelve battleships, 
six ar- 


mored cruisers, three protected cruis- 
ers, three scout cruisers, one gunboat, 
;wo torpedo boats, and four submar- 
ne torpedo boats, the total amount 
represented in government contracts 
leld by these private firms aggregat- 
ng over. $80,000,000. Jn the govern- 
ment navy yards there were in course 
of construction at1 the same 
period 


one batleship and two trainng shps, 
the total amount involved being less 
than $5,000,000. 


What would the original founders 


of the navy yards think of this show- 
ing—thirty-one ships in private yards 
and three in the government yards? 


The question arises, is such a con- 


dition as this necessary? In time of 
peace 
why 
should' 
the 
govern- 


ment artisans, men who spent years 
to Jearn their trades in the yards, 
be deprived of a living? 


The best authorities 
deny 
that 


such a condition is necessary. 


The secretary of the 
navy, 
in 


speaking of the delays 
in 
private 


yards, said in one of his reports: 


The general progress of work upon 


these vessels, particularly those of 
the larger class, has not been found 
to be satisfactory. The battleships 
were, on the 30th of June, 1902, from 
ten to twenty-nine months behind con- 
tract time, the armored cruisers from 
[our to thirteen months, the protected 
cruisers from six to eighteen months, 
while the monitors were from sixteen 
to nineteen months in arrears. 


As to the cost of work in govern- 


ment yards, Congressman Knowland 
says: 


It is universally admitted by all 


well informed naval constructors that 
the amounts expended 
for 
repairs 


would be materially decreased with 
an even limited policy of shipbuilding 
at the navy yards. A full equipment, 
such as necessary for shipbuilding, in 
increases the productive value of un- 
skilled labor. Many of the running 
expenses of a yard would not be ma- 
terially increased if construction were 
carried on in conjunction with repair 
work. Maintenance of plant, clerk 
hire, and other items might be cited 
Both new and repair work can \iro- 
co-ed in an.economical and rapid man 
nor. Even admitting that the Con 
necticut cost ten or fifteen per cent 
more by reason of being construetec 
in a government yard, 
is not the 


training received by officers and men 
worth the difference to the nation 
particularly in case of war? I main 
tain 4hat the government will secure 
better ships and that tho cost for fu 
turc repairs will be less. The extra 


fifteen per cent, goes Into the pockets 
of tbe workingmen and not into the 
coffers of the trust. 


The government can afford to re- 


turn to its former custom of build- 
ing most of its war vessels, and 
thereby employ in the navy yards all 
the men who in time of peace are 
necessary for tbe purpose. 
Practi- 


cally all the great foreign naval pow- 
ers are building a large percentage of 
their ships in government yards. The 
United States is ignoring her own 
yards to such an extent they are be- 
coming deserted. This is not a wise 
or safe policy to pursue. The private 
yards should not have the bulk of 
tbe business incidental to naval con- 
struction. 


The 
Herald is glad to note that 


other papers are taking up this fight 
in a good cause.

The cause of 
the rebuke was the taking up of the 
rails of a branch line, the court rul- 
ing that permission should have been 
asked. 


The railway has been in process of 


liquidation since December, 1904, fol- 
lowing a petition for the foreclosure 
of a. mortgage presented by the New 
York Security and Trust Company. 
Mr. Belden was appointed receiver. 


This Spring, Mr. 
Belden ordered 


the rails of a branch line, beginning 
at Titcomb Junction and forming one 
o5 two connections with 
the 
Law- 


rence and Methuen street 
railway, 


taken up. 
A petition for an injunc- 


tion was presented on May 28. 
No 


temporary injunction 
was 
granted, 


but the clerk of the court talked with 
Mr. Belden over the telephone and 
suggested that the work of taking up 
the rails be discontinued at once. 


At the hearing on Thursday, Judge 


Aldrlch told Mr. Belden that under 
no circumstances could a receiver be 
justified in taking up the rails of any 
part of a railroad 
system 
without 


asking permission of the courts. The 
public, abutting property owners and* 
everyone concerned should: have an 
opportunity to be heard, said Judge 
Aldrich. 


Mr. Belden said that he 
needed 


rails to construct a branch line to 
the park of the New England1 Breed- 
ers' Club at Salem and took up 
those of the unused line. He d«id not 
hasten the work at first, but did 
hurry it when he heard that a peti- 
tion for an injunction had been filed, 
he-then supposed, in the state courts. 


Judge Aldrich sternly reproached 


Mr. Belden. 
"The truth 
is, you 


ought to be removed' from your posi- 
tion as receiver," he said. 


Judge Samuel W. Emery of Ports- 


mouth and Boston defended Mr. Bel- 
den. 
His client, said Judge Emery., 


did' not hasten the work because of 
fear of an injunction from the United 
States court, of which the receiver is 
an official, but to avoid an injunction 
fromi the state courts. 


It was suggested that 'Mr. Belden 


file an application for leave to

up the rails arid was ordered1 to do so 
within ten days. A hearing was ap- 
pointed for Thursday, July 5.

SAYS DEW OIDEI 


Officers of the coast artillery are 


gratified with the order which per- 
mits them to exercise their own dis- 
cretion in admitting within the limits 
of coast fortifications visitors who are 
not of the service. 


Hitherto ironclad rules have pre- 


vailed afainst the admission of visi- 
tors in general, with the result that 
oftentimes commanding officers have 
ieen much embarrassed by applica- 
tions from personal friends of whose 
integrity and loyalty there was no 
question and who wished to look at 
the big guns. 


Added to this fact, it is suspected 


that foreigners aad others who want 
diagrams and plans of coast defences 
have no difficulty in getting them, es- 
pecially at one of the forts in the 
neighborhood of New York, where a 
trolley line skirts the entire fortifica- 
tion in a way which commands an in- 
timate and unobstructed1 view of the 
defensive works. 


Another element which impresses 


the authorities is that any person 
seeking the work of a laborer can ob- 
:ain employment on the coast fortifi- 
cations in their construction and re- 
pairs, so that those who want plans 
and other information have only to 
employ a keen observer of ordinary 
intelligence to get employment as a 
laborer at a coast fort. 


He may be so much of a foreigner 


as to be unable to speak the English 
language, and yet get into the secret 
recesses of a coast fort without diffi- 
culty. On the other hand, a com- 
manding officer under the old rules 
could not ask his own brother to look 
at a battery of guns. 


After much deliberation the Gen- 


eral Staff has decided, that command- 
ing officers of the army forts may be 
trusted to exercise their own discret- 
ion.

"From the time the bananas ::r«-- tak- 


en green from tin* tvoes till th»».v are 
sent out l>y tht> wholesalers in a condi- 
tion approarh'ng rJnoiu-ss. a period of 
neariy a month elapses. At the Cen- 
tral American plantations they are 
loaded on big scows by nejrroos. poled 
out to fruit steamers nn<l <-arrio:l up to 
XPW Orleans. They are unloaded also 
by nogrjos, who carry tho lumchcs to 
the scales before placing tliein ou the 
cars. The \vhoic load, negro, baua'ins. 
and all, is weighed aud the African 
weight deducted. The produce men 
buy the banana** by weight i:i New Or- 
leans. though they ^e'l thorn by the 
bunch here. From the time They leave 
the plantation till they are loaded on 
the fruit train is usually a period of 
-about four or five days. 


"A messenger who knows bananas 


'from the stalk to tho tarantula" ac- 
companies each train. lie i-;<les hi the 
caboose, and lie ware-lies those bananas 
as a setting hen guards her eggs. 
The temperature in the car when they 
are loadeJ is usually from CO to 7(! 
degrees. Seventy, in fact, is a trifle 
too warm. The messenger is between 
two fires all the time, or, to pv.t it more 
accurately, he is bstweon heat and 
frost ai! the time. At »'2 degrees the 
green bananas will chill, whil" a slight- 
ly lower tempera turo will :il>so:ute'j- 
ruin them. If a temperature of 70 or 
over be maintained throughout the 
journey of about fourteen dsrs f.'oin 
>iew Orleans to tho uorthwon. the 
fruit will arrive too soft ;'iid rlpo and 
will very likely be v.-orthle-^ before it 
can reach the hands of the retailer. 


"The fruit should reach here in a 


green condition, so as to reniiire a few 
days in the ripening room before being 
placed on sale. This is a little room at 
the rear of the commission house in 
which the bananas are placed after 
their arrival. There an atter.ijit is 
made to reproduce the warm, humid 
conditions of the Central Amer'can 
plantation. This effect is fi:nij»hed by 
a little gas stove kept burning part of 
tho time, over which is placed a pan of 
water to form the steam. 


"Throe to five days under these con- 


ditions usually place the fruit iu shape 
to show to the retailer, who comes 
along the street with bis eye peeled for 
the bright jvllow color of the ripened 
bananas.

flavor is concerned, is unimpaired. Not- 
withstanding tills f.iet. the ('.irkening 
of the color spoils their sale in the mar- 
ker, ns they 'don't look good' to tlie 
uninitiated, and it is the outsider, jifter 
all, 
and not the commission man who

It 
is probable the Indians did not number 
1,500 warriors, but iu the four years 
required to conquer them l,f,00 white 
lives were sacriticcd.

outrance. They had many wrongs to 
avenge, which lost nothing in tho fer- 
vid coloring of Osceola's eloquence. 
Defeat ruaant transportation to an un- 
known country far toward the setting 
sun. Osceola claimed to have been th? 
friend of the white iuau until wliit? 
treachery aud cupidity culminated in 
the seizure of his wife. In digging up 
the tomahawk he preached a war of 
extermination 
till every vrh;te rann 


was driven from Florida or every In- 
dian died in tho attempt.—Lippincott's.
